"He's adamant he did nothing wrong," his attorney, . 
Sverre Staurset, said. "I agree, but it's a risk manage- 
ment thing." 

The defense was unwilling to risk going to trial and a 
possible conviction in light of the prosecutor's offer to 
ultimately have -the charge erased from Dreher's 
record, he said. 



The agreement calls for prosecutors to dismiss two 
additional counts of communicating with a minor for 
immoral purposes, Deputy Prosecutor Mike Riggio said. 
^ All three charges were gross misdemeanors carrying 
'^maximum penalty of one year in jail and a fine. 

Dreher entered the plea Monday before Pierce Coun- 
ty Superior Court Judge Nile Aubrey. 

At sentencing, the prosecution will recommend the 
36-year-old Tacoma man receive a deferred sentence on 
condition he perform 240 hours of community service 
and serve one year probation, court papers said. Pro- 
secutors also will suggest he pay restitution to the vic- 
tim and $513 in fines and court costs. If he successfully 
completes the conditions, the charge would be expunged 
from his record after one year.

er's restitution. He argued it would be impossible to tell 
Whether the girl's problems stem from her sexual con- 
tact with him or the years of sexual abuse she suffered 
before she ever met him. Prosecutors said the girl was 
the victim of long-term sexual abuse before she had 
contact with Dreher. 

The plea bargain was reached after Staurset sought 
to have the two communication charges dismissed, ar- 
guing they would not have survived a constitutional 
attack. Riggio added that the main goal in the case was 
to keep the victim from having to undergo the trauma 
of testifying at trial.

A state trooper resigned Thursday in the 
wake of charges he twice molested a'teenaae 
girl, including once in his patrol car as he 
took her for a ride under a program spon- 
sored by the State Patrol. 

Marty. V. Dreher, 36, was charged Wednes- 
day in Pierce County Superior Court with two 
counts of communicating with a minor for 
immoral purposes and one count of simple 
assault. The charges are gross mis- 
demeanors, carrying the possibility of one 
year in jail and a fine. 

The officer submitted a two-line statement 
of resignation Thursday without explaining 
his reasons for the decision, said"* Patrol 
spokesman Bill Burkett. The resignation was 
accepted. 

Thursday was Dreher s eight-year anniver- 
s<ii ^ as a sta<e trooper, Burnett said. 

Neither Dreher. who has an unlisted "hone 
nurrrrr. nor his a::;.~cv. Di:v- Grccs. 
ccuid be reached for comment* Thursdav." 
i^re^er. who was assigned to work in the T^- 
coma district, was required to live in Pierce 
County, Burkett said. 

He is scheduled to apoear in court to an- 
swer the charges July 19.

TACOMA - A state trooper 
resigned yesterday morning, after 
being charged Wednesday in 
Pierce County Superior Court 
with simple assault of a 15-year- 
old girl and communicating with 
her for immoral purposes. 

Trooper Marty V. Dreher, 36, 
who completed eight years with 
the patrol yesterday, will plead 
innocent when he is arraigned 
July 25, said his attorney, Daryi 
Graves. 

"It is extremely unfortunate," 
Graves said of the charges, which 
caused Dreher to quit his job at 9 
a.m. Dreher is married and has 
children.

Dreher was removed from 
duty and placed on administrative 
leave a month ago, state patrol 
spokesman Bill Burke it confirmed 
yesterday. 

Dreher was assigned to the 
Tacoma heacquaners two years 
ago after working in Spokane, the 
patrol said. 

Two incidents of immoral 
communication allegedly occurred 
in August and October in Dreher's 
car and at the girls house, said an 
affidavit accompanying the 
charges. In one incident, the afTi- 
dovif said, the girl was physically 
assaulted. 

. Dreher was on duty, in a 
marked car, and in uniform at the 
time, said Burkett. The affidavit- 
'said Dreher failed a polygraph test 
while the girl passed one. 
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
